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THE WEEK. 


The Minneapolis mills made 141,700 bbls of flour 
last week, and shipped 135,794 bbls, of which 
23,400 were exported. The output for October 
was 768,950 bbls, against 723,200 bbls for October, 
1887. The exports in October were 106,400 bbls, 
against 296,800 for same time last year. Prices are 
2c per bbl lower and there is not the least ani- 
mation to the market. The mills_have agreed to 
reduce their product fifty per cent during the 
next six weeks, and those at other centres and 
points will take similar action,——The St. Louis 
mills last week made 61,200 bbls of flour. The 
market is stagnant and weak.——The Central 
Millers’ Association has issued a circular advis- 
ing winter wheat millers to reduce their output 
one-half——The two large mills at La Crosse 
have closed down.—aA meeting of Dakota mill- 
ers to perfect an organization was held at Aber- 
een, Wednesday.—-The mills at Buffalo and 
Niagara Falls have agreed to stop work for three 
week: in December,while those at Rochester will 
shut down two weeks.——Our Liverpool, London 
and Glasgow cables report weak and inactive flour 
markets at those centres. ——Our Beston dispatch 
reports light buying there,with jobbers disposed to 
still further reduce their stocks before again en- 
tering the market.

For example Puck’s cartoon, “Aj 
Hint from our Ancestors.” It may not | 
be amiss to take another hint from | 
them on the treatment of dissemina- | 
tors of false information, the same to | 
be represented by a cartoon showing 
the unfortunate iper with his ears | 
cropped, exposed to the jeers of the 
multitude ia the public stocks.

The speculator | 
lives not, who could, by his unaided | 
efforts, force up the price of wheat | 
and hold it up long enough to increase | 
the price of bread or shorten its sup- 
ply. Ifour contemporaries had taken | 
the trouble to examine into the condi 
tion of the wheat ma: ket they might) 
have discovered that the price of the 
cereal went up because the crop was | 
thort; that the price of flour increased | 
in proportion to the price of wheat; 
that the fortune of the lucky specula- 
tor was the result of his luck or his 
shrewdness in buying wheat when it 
was cheap and holding it until it was 
dear—in stort that neither “Old | 
Hutch,” oreven Old Nick, could, un- 
less he was aided in his calculation by 
nature herself, make the present situ- | 
ation whatitis. The price of bread | 
cau not be “‘raised at will by any con- 
ecienceless gambler who has the 
money and the will to do it.” It is 
subject to the same great law of sup 
ply and demand which governs other 
commodities and the man who at- 
tempts to work in defianceof this law 
must inevitably suffer defeat. The 
lucky speculator was not the cause but 
the effect, and while it is true that he 
pushed his advantage when he could, | 
generally speaking he is no more re- 
sponsible for the rise in bread than the | 
Pilgrim Fathers.

When the crop is 
chort and the farmer is well paid, then 
the miller gets it from the other end 
of the line. He becomes the flour 
baron, the haughty, grinding, brow- 
beating personage who wrings ducats 
from the starving poor; who is guilty 
of the awfal crime of putting up the 
price of bread. It never occurs to the 
consumer that there is a dim possibili- 
ty that putting up the price of bread 
is not an arbitrary act on the part of 
the miller, any more than it occurs to 
the farmer when wheat is cheap that 
the miller is not to blame forit. Both 
classes are apt to lodge the blame di- 
rectly upon the immediate link in the 
chain of trade which binds them to 
the business world.

WE SUPPOSE that this delectable 
sition has been the lot of the miller 
from time immemorial; that he has 
beome inured to its disagreeable fea- 
tures; that he has learned to look 
upon it stoically, and has come down 
through the ages always leaning over 
his half door in that attitude of calm 
good-nature which has earned him the 
well-worn title of the jolly miller. In 
these latter days, however, the numer- 
ous complications resultant from a 
tendency to over-civilization have con- 
tributed to aggravate the unpleasant- 
ness of his position. Should he en- 
deavor to perwer his interests by a 
union with his brother miller in a pure- 
ly business-like resolve not to carve 
each other, then he is pleasantly ac- 
cused of trying to forma trust. And 
a trust, in the minds of the general 
public, is the abomination of desola- 
tion. If he refuses to sell at less fig- 
ures than his competitor, he must 
have joined a pool. If heshuts down 
his mull, it is the effect of a conspiracy 
to force up the price of flour. If he

tries to make a fair profit, he is a rob- 
Nevertheless, milling is popular- 
ly regarded as a most delightful occu 
pation, and the ranks of those who 
seek to engage in it show no signs of 
being thinned.

Wecan do all there isto doin 
two days. This matter of meeting and exchang- 
ing views and of association of interests is of im- 
mense importance. 

I am just in receipt of a telegram from Mr. 
Greenleaf, stating that ‘Minneapolis millers have 





unanimously agreed to reduce to one-half capac- 
ity, from Nov. 19 to Jan. 1, provided other mill- 
ers and associations carry out their agreement as 
we understand they have made.” I have no 
fears of the proviso. The agreements have been 
made, and I have unlimited confidence in the 
honor snd good faith of all the millers so pledged. 
Still, we must all be very slow to listen to ru- 
mors and very prompt to attend to our own part 
ofthe bargain, even in the face of exceptional 
selfishness, for indeed, the general flour trade is 
so depressed that, with the possible exception of 
a few mills at or near the seaboard. there is 
nothing which would warrant one merchant mill 
iu a hundred in running over halt time from now. 
to Jan.1. It is to be hoped that millers everywhere. 
who have not been appealed to, or have not 
pledged themselves, will voluntarily shut off pro- 
duction one-half or more for the next six weeks. 
No mill should tura a wheel (even in th; half 
time —— without actual orders, and not 
only that, but no matter if there be a “spurt’ in 
the markets due to some speculative movement 
in wheat or favorable turn in foreign markets, 
let all stick to their agreement and we shall very 
likely see at least two or three favorable months 
for milling after Jan.1. If the more important 
class of merchant mills of this country can prove 
once that _— can come together on ac mmon- 
sense basis of protection of their interests, they 
can do it again. 
Having been pushed into a more prominent 
position than I expected or desired in this matter 
of a general shut-down, I would much prefer that 
the preposed meeting in December be brought 
about in about the way suggested above. I am 
flooded with more correspondence now on this 
shut-down business than I can very well take of.

Ir 1s a fact, significant perhaps, of 
the widespread interest which has at- 
tended the increase in the price of flour 
and of the tendency which exists to 
regards its present cost as the result 
of manipulation, that we find numer- 
ous articles in the columns of journals 
devoted to the ecomomy of the 
kitchen and the interests of the inner 
man, in which the reader.is informed 
of excellent foods which can be pre- 
pared as substitutes for bread, equally 
healthy and equally appetizng, but. 
less expensive. The corn ‘“‘do ger, 
and the corn “pone,” receive high 
commendation from writers wno seek 
to find a method by which the contents 
of the flour barre! may be used as spar- 
ingly as possible. One might imagine 
from reading these articles that there 
was a famine in the land and that 
flour was almost priceless. Such is 
probably the result of the sudden and 
sharp advance which has called undue 
atteation to the price of flour and in- 
stilled exaggerated notions of its cost- 
liness into the minds of many. Even 
if flour was selling for twelve dollars 
per barrel, it would be poor economy 
on the part of the average American 
citizan to curtail his portion of the 
life-giving daily bread, nor would such 
curtailmentcut any considerable figure 
in his expense account. Notwithstend- 
ing these facts, we have no doubt that 
the widespread publication of such 
advice and instruction has more or less 
effect on the consumpticn of flour and 
that the use cf it decreases in propor- 
tion to its increase in cost over a cer- 





tain value which is geal regarded 
as its normal condition. 
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Continusd stagnation prevailed in 
our flour market during the past week, 
and there was almost a cessation of 
demand. Values were weak and low- 
er and almost at the mercy of buyers. 
Southern buyers had but a few small 
orders to fill, while eastern and local 
wauts were supplied with about 12,000 
bbls. Holders generally were not 
forcing their offerings, as quotations 
are out of line with and relatively 
much lower than wheat values. Uan- 
der these conditions the movement 
was nominal, hence shipments and re- 
ceipts were both smaller than last 
week. Extra fancy sold Monday at $4.90 
and Friday at $4.05, a figure far below 
cost, hence,as a large amount has been 
put in store, rather than sacrifice at 
this price, the concerted action of our 
millers to reduce their output will, it 
is hoped, bring relief to the situation. 

The output of our mills for the past 
week was 61,200 bbls an amount too 
large for the business now being done. 
The result is that a large part of the 
product will be stored or forced on the 
market, starting another cut and add- 
ing to the demoralization. The action 
of our millers in agreeing to a general 
curtailment is considered wise and the 
only remedy for an over-stocked mar- 
ket. If the shut-down or curtailment 
is lived up to, holdings will gradually 
become reduced and offerings limited, 
giving more life to trade and tone to 
values. All the mills in this city run- 
ning full time will on Monday start up 
to ran only half output or twelve 
hours, which, it will be seen, will make 
quite a hole in the total. The work 
for the past week was as follows:

The Central Flour Millers’ Associa 
tion held a meeting Tuesday, Presi- 
dent Fuasz presiding. The present sit- 
uation was wall discussed, the result 
of the mesting being the issuing of a 
circular to all its members, covering 
the winter wheat balt, advising a re- 
duction of the usual ranning time to 
one-half for the balance of the year, 
or an actual shut down of three weeks 
between now and Jan 1. A local paper 
says in regard to the matter : 


While the action is in the shape of a sugges- 
tion, it is really an instruction, under the author- 
ity of the board of control, taoagh the manner 
of reducing the —- to the required limits is 
left to the individual millers, who may rua full 
and knock off three weeks, or run only twelve out 
of twenty-four hours. Thecourse of the board 
seems to have met with general approval, as Sec- 
retary Smith has received telegrams from a ma- 
jority of the members, acknowledging the receipt 
of the circular and indorsing the action. The 
circular was also sent to the millers of the spring 
waeat section,and a number of telegrams have 
been received from them announcing that they 
will fall into line on the reduction of running 
time and stocks. There has been some talk of 
the Central association being extended beyond 
the winter wheat belt,to take in the spring wheat 
section. The local millers however do not take 
this view of the case. They believe that the mill- 
.ers of the spring wheat section have already or- 

nized an association similar to the Central, or 
hat if they have not done so, they have the 
work under way. The spring wheat millers have 
not been as frank in their intercourse as those of 
the winter section, and hence no absolute infor- 
mation has been possible, but the promptness 
with which they have indorsed the Central asso- 
ciation’s circular indicates organization. 








Tae Regina Milling C>.discusses the 
situation as follows in a recent circular : 


Continued dullness in the flour market has 
characterized the past fortnight, during which 
the presidential election has engaged the atten- 
tion of this country. A slight decline has again 
been experienced in flour, aud wheat also has 
inane 1 to ge per bu, but no greater activity 

as resulted. heat at this moment seems firm. 
Offerings are light. Statistics show a very strong 
position, yet the demand for flour, even at cost 
price of manufacture, holds off obstinately, and 
under such circumstances the millers have accu- 
mulated stock. 

The milling capacity of the country is enorm- 
ous. Exports of flour being now reduced to 
small proportions, the production is in excess of 
the wants of the country, and the rational course 
is enggacted of reducing the output by shutting 
down the mills or runningonly part time. An in- 
terchange of views by the millers of all the 
great wheat producing stat-s of the west. both 
spring and winter wheat, showed a well nigh 
unanimous concurrence to shut down for a period 
of three weeks or reduce an equivalent output 
between now and Jan.1 next, and this will be 
carried out. 

Stocks of wheat to-day were 4,153,036 bus, of 
which 1,081,230 were No. 2 and 1,932,500 No. 3. 
Quotations are, respectively, $1.07 and $1.014.

of his statements. There are many 
who profess to believe that the chief 
offender was the Pennsylvania road 
and that the object was to give a 
death-blow to the South Penn scheme, 
but while this explanation is generally 
accepted as the most plausible one, 
it is, after all, mere conjecture. 


The cut in west-bound rates inaug- 
urated last week by the New Yor 
Central has since been the all absorb- 
ing topic in railroad circles. The 
move was madeas a blow at the Penn- 
sylvania company, but that and other 
lines have so far seen fit to only meet 
the cut, and from this fact some hope 
is taken that the matter will not re- 
sult in a protracted war. Regarding 
the matter, President Roberts, of the 
Pennsylvania, siys: ‘Our policy is 
simply to meet secret rates with public 
ones. Thatis, if we hear of a competi- 
tor making a rate secretiy that is be- 
low the published tariff, the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad will make the same 
rate openly. Last week, for example, 
the rate on grain from Chicago to 
New York was reduced from 25c to 20c 
because we found that some roads 
were “one business at the lower 
figure and Iam not entirely clear in 
my own mind that all the companies 
have charged as mach as 202.” 

Referring to trunk line affairs, an 
exchange says: “A variety of opin- 
ions is heard as to the meaning of the 
present struggie—aside from the com- 
monly accepted theory that it is sim- 
ply a fight between the Pennsylvania 
and Vanderbuilt interests, growing 
out of the Soath Penn project.

The call 
seats could be taken out, and the room 
arranged for private telephones and 
private wires around the outside, 
with chairs and tables, so that custom- 
ers could meet brokers easily and 
quickly; and it would greatly facili- 
tate business and the room would be 
in constant use. 





The wheat crop of Russia, exclusive 
of Poland, is placed at 246,240,000 bus 
or 22,760,000 bus less than last year, 
with a rye crop of 683,200,000 or about 
17,000,000 lees than last year. It is cal- 
culated that Russia may be able to ex- 
port from 96,000,000 to 115,000,000 bus 
of wheat, of which Spain will take 
12,000,000 ; Italy, 40,000,000; Switzer- 
land, 12,000,000; Germany, 28,000,000 
to 30,000,000; Belgium, 16,000,000 to 
20,000,000, and Holland, 8,000,000 to 
10,000,000 bus. No allowance appears 
to be made in this estimate for the 
——— demand, and it is highly 
probable that the figures for the coun- 
tries named are in several instances 
too large. 
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MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 21. 

The flour output of Minneapolis is 
onthe decline, the falling off of 8,000 
bbls last week being only precursory. 
to a much heavier loess the current 
week. The total production last week 
was 141,700 bbls—averaging 23,617 bbls 
reenter 149,800 the previous 
week, and 143,400 bbls for the corre- 
sponding time in 1887. Since our last 
issue, the millers here have entered 
into an agreement to reduce their out- 
put one-half, and this arrangement 
went into effect Monday and is to con- 
tinue until Jan.1. This takes in every 
merchant mill on the falls, but the 
owners are allowed to consult their 
individual convenience as to how 
they shall 
the desired end. The arrangement 
is evidently designed to pave the 
way fora water pool as soon as the 
power becomes poor. The effect of 
the agreement is already felt in the 
flour output, seven mills, representing 
adaily product of over 10,000 bbls, be- 
ing idle to-day. Two of these mills, 
however, will be_ staried with- 
in a few hours, adding 3,000 bbls 
to the make. But there are sev- 
eral others which are almost on the 
point of stopping. Although ship- 
ments are still ~— made by lake and 
rail, this avenue is liable to be closed 
at any time, and whenever it is, a 
much heavier falling cff in the produc- 
tion will doubtless result at once. The 
mills at St. Louis, Milwaukee and La 
Crosse, as well as those located at less 
prominent p>ints in Minnesota, Dako- 
ta and Michigan, have practically 
agreed upon the plan to reduce the 
flour output one-half for a number of 
weeks to come. With pleasant weather. 
the water power keeps up toa good 
stage, but a change is almost daily 
expected as a resuit of either the sup- 
ply from the reservoirs being cut off 
or the advent of cold weather. The 
flour market is still very sick and 
millers report that they are practi- 
cally getting no orders. The dee.ine

There is no improvement in foreign 
trade. The direct exports last week 
were 23,400 bbls, against 31,560 bbls the 
preceding week.

The elevators are gradually filling and 
the outlook points to a further de- 
cline and stagnation. December 
wheat is 2}clower than a week ago. 
There has been considerable corn sold 
for December and January delivery, 
and we may look for a good export de- 
mand from now out for this cereal.

We are thus going behind-hand in our exports 
at the rate of 4,000,000 bus of wheat per month, 
and of wheat and flour reduced to wheat at the 
rate of 4,500,000 bus per month. her nae | that 
this rate of decrease should be maintained during 
the remainder of the crop year, the total decrease 
would amount to 54,000,000 bus. The production 
of wheat this year is generally conceded to have 
been in the neighborhood of 405,009,000 bus. If 
the 54,000,000 bus decrease in exports be added to 
the year’s production, it would seem that we are 
quite as well off this crop year as we were last, 
when 000,000 bus were produced. Yet the 
priceof May wheat in Chicago is 115c, as com- 
pared with 8lc at the corresponding time last 
year—an advance equivalent to 42 percent. The 
rice of wheat, therefore is 42 per cent higher now 
han it was one year ago, and the supply at pres- 
ent at least as large as then. Whether or not 
exports will revive later on is a problem, but 
it is undoubtedly true that in such a revival lies 
the only hope of further and permanent advance. 
A revival in export demand does not at this time 
seem likely in the near future; they have shown 
that they were perfectly independent of us as 
evidenced by the fact that in four weeks New 
York has man to clear 85 bus of wheat. while 
importing countries feel pretty comfortable in re- 
alizing that 11,000,000 bus more of wheat and flour 
are on passage than sufficed to propitiate them a 
ar ago; while each succeeding report as to the 
nited Kingdom’s crop tells of better outturn 
and condition. And so, when spring time comes 
andthe growing crop looks green and full of 
promise—should we have had a kindly winter— 
dealers will be astonished at the quantity of 
wheat seeking market. The anomaly witnessed 
in corn—that at 60c per bu for corn in Chicago 
there was no corn in the country, yet at 20c per 
bu decline the supply was almost inexhaustible— 
may be repeated in wheat, and the prediction of 
the leading miller of $10 per bbl for flour will have 
played its part and had much todo with it.

Trade With Portugal. 





Since the great September deal, says 
the New York Bulletin of Nov. 12, 


665 | the price of wheat has been so high that 


the exports have been very light, and 
the trade was very much surprised 
consequently during the closing days 
of last week by the news that free pur- 
chases had been made for ports in 
Portugal, the actual sales for Portugal 
during the week being between 25 and 
27 loads. The explanation of the sud 
den increase of the wheat movement 
in this direction is that the Portuguese 
government has decided to reduce the 
duty on grain and flour. No definite 
figures have as yet been announced. 
The representative of a leading export 
house identified with the Portuguese 
trade said when questioned on the 
subject, that they had received no 
definite figures in regard to the reduc- 
tion in the rates of duty, but they sup- 
posed that the amount would be the 
same as was imposed in July. ‘All 
we know,” the representative contin- 
ued, “is that we have orders for the 

in. We simply act as agents, and 
purchase what grain our principals 
abroad order.” 

The Portuguese consul said: ‘I 
have heard reports that a reduction is 
contemplated in the duty now im- 
posed on wheat, but I have as yet re- 
ceived no official instructions of the 
amount of the reduction, or in fact 
even that the matter is under consid- 
eration. My latest advices state that 
the duty on flour has been reduced to 
24s per kilogram. In July, 1887, 
there was a general advance in the 
rates of flour and grain, flour being 
advanced 3c per kilogram, wheat 23, 
corn 1.6c and other grains 15@1.7c 
per kilogram. The advances were 
made in order to encourage native 





agriculture, but evidently they did 
not have the desired effect, seeing that 
a reduction has so goon been made.” 








There is no improvement in thecon. 
dition of the flour market nor any 

rospect of an early change for the 

tter. Receipts continue’ unusually 
large, and advices at hand indicate 
that there are large supplies, particu- 
larly of spring wheats, on the way 
here. Jobbers, as a rule, have ample 
stocks for present and near require- 
ments and are not obliged to come 
into the market. Transactions are 
consequently small and supplies in 
first hands are rapidly accumulating. 
The general range of values is 10@25c 
per bbl lower than it was a week ago, 
with free offerings at the decline. 
Some fancy old wheat Minnesota pat- 
ents are held at $7.25, but it is difficult 
to sell above $7.15 in a wholesale way. 
In fact, there 1s very little doing even 
at this rate. New spring patents 
range from $6.50 to $7, the latter rate 
hard to reach. Western winter pat- 
tents are 2ic off from the top rates of 
last week, with no improvement what- 
ever in the demand.

edly higher. In the past season, end- 
ing June 30, the total net exports of 
Hungarian flour were equal to 1,17 2,000 
sacks of 280 lbs, against 885,000 sacks 
last year. This season, so far, a large 
business has been done for shipment 
up to the end of the year. The last 
quotation from Pesth for No. 0 was 333 
per 2:0 lbs f. o. b , down to 28s for No. 
4. At Minneapolis, on the other hand, 
the price of patents Oct. 16 was equal 
to 293 per 280 lbs, f. o. b. there, which 
is relatively several shillings per sack 
dearer than Hungsrian laid down in 
London.

The weather has become extremely | P 


wet, and is very mild for the season. 
Wheat sowing is reported to have 
made excellent progress, both in this 
country and on the continent, and the 
probability is that there isa general 
slight increase in the area sown. Ow- 
ing to the bad condition of the new 
crop, farmers are hurrying their wheat 
to market, which, combined with su- 
perabundant shipments of foreign 
wheat, has caused quite a glut in our 

resent suppiies. Nevertheless the feel- 
ing has kept very firm, and there has 
been quite a good speculative demand 
for forward delivery. Prices have in- 
deed touched the highest point of the 
season this week, viz, 43s 3d per 500 lbs 
for Californian just shipped. The best 
south Russian wheats, in which a large 
business has been done, sell at 38s 6d 
per 492 lbs and No.1 Bombay whvat 
for November-December shipment via 
canal, at 41s, while No. 2 Calcutta is 
worth 373 94 per 492 lbs. Compared 
with these prices, new English wheat 
is so various and so inferior in quality 
a3 to sell from 30s to 35s per qr, while 
good old English wheat is worth up to 
45s per qr. From these prices it will 
be seen that good wheats are likely, 
owing to scarcity, to command very 
good prices this season. Our imports 
of foreign wheat continue on a very 
large scale, and were last week again 
over 1,500,v00 bus beyond our require- 
mente, thus making the total imports 
of wheat and flour during the past six 
weeks no less than 8,000,000 bus more 
than was required. This quantity has, 
therefore, gone into warehouse, so that 
the total stocks of wheat and flour io 
first hands in the United Kingdom are 
now estimated at the respectable total 
of 20,000,000 bus, against 25,000,000 bus 


at the same time last year, 18,500,000 . 


bus in 1886, and 30,000,000 bus in 1885. 

We are, however, approaching the 
period when the supples of foreign 
wheat will fall off materially. For in- 
stance, of the present quantity afloat 
for the United Kingdom of 15,350 000 
bus, about 7,080,000 bus are only due 
to arrive here after Dac. 31. and, of the 
remaining quantity of 11,230,000 bus, 
the continent will probably absorb 
2,000,000 bus, leaving for the United 
Kingdom only 9,280,000 to arrive in 
the next nine weeks, or at the rate of 
only about 1,030,000 bus per week. We 
shall doubtless require fr»m abroad in 
this period at least 2,600,000 bus per 
week, so that nearly 14,200,000 bus 
have to be supplied from Russia and 
the Atlantic ports, and other nearer 
sources, in the next nine weeks. It is 
this prospective scarcity, and a still 
more decided scarcity in the first 
quarter of the new year, which keep 
up prices, and lead to the expectation 
of still higher pricesin the future. 

Some imovortant crop news is at 
hand from Russia this week, according 
to which the minister of finance esti- 
mates this year’s wheat crop in Euro- 
pean Russia (excluding Poland and the 
Caucasus) at 246,240,000 bus, against 
209,000,000 bus last year. For the past 
ten years the Russian crops and ex- 
ports have been as follows:

Re- 
ceipts by the Topeka Milling & Eleva- 
tor Co., during this time, have been 
50,000 bus, all designed for milling. 
The Shawnee mill and the Crosby 
Milling Co., have taken 35,000 and 80,- 
000 bus respectively, all for milling 
urposes, while the capital elevator 
has received 31,600 bus. The market- 
ing of wheat by the farmers is not as 
brisk as a few weeks ago, but there is 
considerable throughout the country 
in the hands of speculators, who are 
now supplying the markete. The price 
has dropped about 6c in two weeks 
and now stands at $1 or a little lower. 
Most of the wheat supplies of the To- 
peka millers come from the northwest- 
ern part of the state and are the best 
quality that has been grown there in 
many years. The southern part of the 
state will send a small amount to mar- 
ket as compared to the record of last 
year. On this year’s crop little or no 
wheat from Missouri has been shipped 
to Kansas, while last year shipments 
were large.

The Actna mill at Wellington has 
been idle for months, although it is 
said to be a modern and valuable 
plant, located in a fine wheat-growing 
county. Judge Woods, the owner, is 
not a miller, and came into possession 
of the mill rather by accident than by 
design.

H. Olay Evans, a large millowner of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., is elected to con- 
gress on the republican ticket. 

Wm. Paxson & Co., New York flour 
and commission dealers, have dis- 
solved, W. Paxson continuing the busi- 
ness. 

Andrew Roesser’s saw and grist mill, 
at Sister Bay, Wie., was burned Nov. 
8, with a dock adjoining. Total loss, 
$25,000 to $30,000 ; insured. 

Jas. Smith’s flour and feed mill at 
Peru, Ind., which had just been com- 
pleted, was set on fire by an unknown 
peer and entirely burned, with $3,000 

oss and no insurance. 

Sales at the San Francisco produce 
exchange call board for October em- 
braced 262,100 tons of wheat, against 
74,000 tons last year, and were 123,000 
tons above the September sales. 

B. B. Bryan, the board of trade man 
of Chicago, who was recently taken to 
Atlanta, Ga., on a requisition to an- 
swer a charge of larceny after trust 
delegated, has returned to Chicago, 
having been acquitted on a preliminary 
examination. 

The failure of Corwith & Co., the 
Chicago lead firm, has proven to bea 
complete collapse, their liabilities ap- 
proximating $2,009,000 with only $700,- 
000 assets. Large losses are supposed 
to have been sustained from spscula- 
tion in wheat. 

The mill of the H. C. Cole Milling 
Co. at Chester, Ill., has been closed 
down the greater part of two weeks, ow- 
ing to the dull flour market. The 
growing wheat crop in that section 
has just been treated to a soaking rain 
and will go into the winter in an un- 
usually fine condition. 

The American Exchange National 
bank of Chicago obtained a verdict in 
Cincinnati for about $4(0,000 against 
the receiver of the Fidelity National 
bank of that city. Tae claim was 
based on deals connected with the 
wheat corner which resulted in the 
collapse of E. S. Harper and the Fidel- 
ity bank. 

The members of the Milwaukee 
chamber of commerce are dissatisfied 
with their pas fund system. The 
number of deaths was so large the 

ast year that more money than was 
in the fand was exhausted. Hence 
the members desire to make some 
change whereby old men joining shall 
not participate in the gratuity. 

The Michigan crop bulletin for No- 
vember says: The area seeded to 
wheat is 1 per cent below that of 1887, 
indicating a total of 1,400,000 acres ; 
the condition of the plant is 5 per cent 
below the average and 8 per cent be- 
low that of last year. The average 
weight per bushel of this year’s wheat 
is 3 per cent below full weight. 

A reversal of the usual conditions of 
shipment on the Mississippi has oc- 
curred recently, some 110,000 bus of 
wheat having been shipped back to St. 
Louis. This grain was originally sent 
to New Orleans for shipment abroad,

A Montreal brewing firm ree 
purchased a lot of Manitoba fee 
which had a very attractive appear. 
ance, both as regards body and color. 
and great expectat’ons were formed of 
its malting qualities. It cost about 72¢ 
per bu delivered. On putting it 
through the preliminary stages of 
malting, however, it was shown to be 
badly frosted, and worthless for brew. 
ing. This is not the characteristic of 
all Manitoba barley by any means, says 
the Trade Bulletin, although it ‘ig 
feared that too much of it has been 
frost-bitten, and too great caution can 
not be taken in buying barley from 
certain sections in Manitoba this sea- 
son. 

A loss of $500,000 was caused bya 
fire in the Watson stores at New York 
Nov. 13. The fire started in No. 150 
Furman street, where the grain clean- 
ing machinery of the stories was locat- 
ed, andin a short time the whole in- 
terior of the stores, 150, 152, 154 and 
156, was burned out. The property is 
owned by Col. Watson and leased by 
the Milton Grain Milling Co., who had 
350,000 bus of wheat, corn and oats in 
the stores. The loss on grain is about 
$350,000, on machinery $25,000, and on 
buildings $125,000. There is an insur. 
ance of $150,000 on the buildings and 
machinery and it is said the grain is 
mostly insured. The fire was prevent- 
ed from spreading to Harbecks & Rob- 
erts’ stores adjoining. Its cause is not 
known. but it originated somewhere 
about the engine room. 


A Boston grand jury has refused to 
indict J. Bonj. Palmer, a broker, 
charged with. the embezzlement of 
stocks belonging to his customers. 
It was found that by decisions of the 
superior court of Massachusetts an in- 
dictment could not be sustained, as 
the law relating to the disposal of 
stock held by a broker for a customer 
on a “margin” has been settled in the 
case of Covell vs Loud, where the 
court decided that if a brokers agree to 
buy and hold certain stock for a cus- 
tomer who pays a part of the pur- 
chase money, © too, | to pay interest 
onthe sums advanced by the broker 
and, in case the stock depreciates in 
value, to make a ‘‘margin’”’ of a cer- 
tain sum per share in excess of the 
market price, this does not create the 
relation of pledgor and pledgee be- 
tween the parties, and if, after the fail- 
ure of the customer to make the nec- 
essary advances upon demand, the 
stock having depreciated in value, 
the broker sells the same at the brok- 
ers’ board, without notice to the cus- 
tomer, he is not liable for the con- 
version of the stock.

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There is no doubt that a vast deal of 
speculation has been indulged in as to 
the best method of making flour, and, 
whatever may be said to the contrary, 
millers will keep on experimenting to 
find better and easier methods, if pos- 
sible, than those now in use. It is said 
that we all fail in something. Some 
fail in redactions, some in separations, 
some in the purification of middlings, 
some in the cleaning of wheat, some 
in mechanical aptitude. It is for us to 
study the nature of each in our own 
way, to determine as far as possible 
the best methods and adopt such as 
will conduce to the most satisfactory 
resilts. So far, there is nothing that 
any one can complain of, except the 
slowness of our progress. There are 
different opinions held as to how we 
shall proceed to secure the acme of 
success, and this is to be expected, for 
if all were agreed regarding methods, 
we would soon come to a stand-still. 
Nearly all millers acknowledge that 
the one end, to-wit, success, is never 
attained except by hard work and in- 
telligent contrivance. 


* * 

There are two kinds of art, mechanic 
art, and fine art. The object and end 
of the one is always use; the object 
and end of the other is sometimes 
beauty. Classing milling with mechan- 
ical art, we all know that intelligent 
arrangement of machinery and per- 
fect adjustment of the same is neces- 
sary to attain certain ends. In fine 
art, too, we are told, there is adjust- 
ment according to certain laws, not of 
use, but of proportion and of harmony, 
and the ideal of the artist is never at- 
tained except by perfect adjustment 
and proper arrangement according to 
these laws. In milling, as in all of the 
mechanical arts, millfurnishers make 
machines see stat Rae A to —— 

urposes, knowing ey are lim- 
fed. somtiisasll and impeded, for, 
whatever may be said to the anon 
perfection in any of the milling meth- 
ods is not attained in a day. e are 
compelled many times to resort to in- 
direct methods in order to attain re- 
sults, because we are limited by the 
laws of nature, mechanical and other- 
wise. 


* * 

Millfurnishers and progressive and 
energetic millers, finite and short- 
sighted in their minds and limited oft- 
entimes in their resources, essentially 
change their plans as new and unfore- 
seen contingencies arise. The meas- 
ure of any process is the results at- 
tained by itsuse. The results attained 
are an evidence of intelligence. The 

r ints out, so to speak, only the 
find and degree of intelligence. By the 
different processes we mark, as it were, 
the successive steps of change. They 
are the keys by which we unlock the se- 
crets of fature progress. The greatest 
minds in milling have been studying 
these methods for years without ex- 
hausting them, and they will keep on 
studying, so thatevery year the divers- 
ity of the different systems grows great- 
er. If we take a retrospective view of 
the systems now in use, we will be some- 
what surprised to see the pro that 
has been made in them. While mill- 
ers do not all agree as to the best man- 
ner of handling the different products 
of the mill, I donot think as a whole 
they need feel ashamed of the prog- 
ress made. It can not possibly be un- 
influential, and it is difficult to assign 
limits to the influence that it may ex- 
ercise. Millers who sincerely desire 
the betterment of the art, will certainly 
use to the uttermost all the means they 
posse of promoting what they feel to 

e beyond all comparison the greatest 
of mechanical interests. In order to un- 
derstand the drift of the different sys- 
tems, we should not confine our atten- 
tion to those exceptional milling ex- 
perts who, having perceived the ne- 
cessity and the demands of the times, 
have spent their energies in en-

deavoring to evolve and adapt the nec- 
them out. 
e position 
which the large number of millers, 
governed b @ same principles, but 
workiug under various circumstances, 
and in different localities, naturally 
and almost consciously occupy. Each 
stage of improvement has been bene- 
ficial and has affected those who at 
first were indifferent to the progress 
made. Thus millers have learned to 
classify the different products of the 
mill, and so a new principle in the art 
bas been inaugurated. 

* * 

The improvements made are worthy 
of all commendation, and I sball now 
and at all times, in so far as I am able, 
give credit to whom credit is due, 
while I may respectfally differ from 
some of ther conclusions. Ido not 
feel, however, like saying that the 
principles and methods 1 have advo- 
cated are the on!y ones that will insure 
success, forI am convinced from my 
own observation that there are a great 
many different courses leading to the 
desired haven. While this is true, 
there area few defects which I have 
named, and more that mizhtbe named, 
which deserve our careful considera- 
tion. I can not help thinking that the 
use of the hexagon reel for scalping 
the break chop is a mistake and a se- 
rious defect. Especially is this trus if 
a long reel is used fora small mill. I 
have never been able to understand 
the necessity of using a ten foot hexa- 
gon reel on each of the first, second, 
third, fourth, and fifth reductions, of 
a 250 bbl mill, when experience has 
taught me that the work can be well 
done on a reel four feet long, if proper- 
ly clothed. The round reel, the sieve 
scalper or some other new device, will 
as 7 take the place of the hexa- 
gon reel for this purposs, as the cen- 
trifugal and round reels, have taken 
and are taking the place of the hexa- 
gon reel for the general bolting 
throughout the mill.

The round double scalper is meeting 
with considerable favor with millers 
and, if properly made and suitably 
clothed, will certainly do work supe 
rior to that of the hexagon reel. The 
need of the hexegon reel is departing, 
and, although we may not fully esti- 
mate the usefulness of its past, we can 
at least trace the causes of its decline. 
The object of the progressive miller i3 


results, and his duty is to push every | ‘ 


mechanical principle which he believes 
to be correct to its legitimate conse- 
quences, regardless of what may be 
thought or said by those who have 
not given the subject careful consid- 
eration. Tae object of the energetic 
miller is also expediency, and his 
duty is to adapt his measures to ob- 
tain success. It would be difficult to 
write an epitaph for the — reel, 
for no imagination can adequately 
describe the results which have been 
achieved from its use by intelligent 
millers. Nevertheless, its days are 
numbered, and it will give place to 
other machines, which millers believe 
are better adapted for their purpose. 
Years of experience and patient study, 
have helped to demonstrate the fact 
that the hexagon reel must go, and 
the conclusion is absolutely irresistible, 
that a better contrivance, with more 
delicate adjustment of parts, is neces- 
sary to the carrying out of the princi- 
aes of advanced milling. It is evi- 
ent, therefore, that however crude 
the new machines that are being intro- 
duced may be, or whether they come 
suddenly or ually, it is the dut 
of every miller to carefully study suc 
and ever strive to adopt the means 
pt gramps by which he may be en- 
abled to reach the top round of the 
ladder.

The Palmer = Co., Charleston, 8. 
C., is putting additional machinery 
into its cooperage. 

The heading factory of G. W. Hewes 
& Oo., at. Montgomery, Minn., which 
was shut down about two weeks ago, 
will commence sawing again this week. 

The Northwestern shop was kept 
moving ata lively rate last week to 
farnish its miils the number of barrels 
they wanted, but it managed to get 
there. 

There were 51 cars of stock brought 
in by the various road; last week, the 
Milwaukee receiving 16; Kansas City, 
24; Omaha, 4; St. Louis, 1; Manitoba, 1; 
Burlington & Northern, 1; and Soo, 4. 

‘In order to meet the 9c rate made on 
barrel stock from Chicago, the Soo 
road recently put into effect a 20c rate 
from Manton, Mich., which is available 
for all the factories in that section that 
look to Minneapolis for a market. 

The 15 stockholders from the Phcenix 
company take the place at the Henns- 
pin shop of the 14 hired men recently 
laid off. The latter company on Sat 
urday only had a few barrels on hand, 
the call from ovher shops having 
been greater than it could supply. 

The Acme Bbl. Oo. has fitted its shop 
up with steam apparatus, and the men 
will have a much more comfortable 
place to work this winter than last. This 
shop is not being crowded as much as 
it was, and the 11 hired coopers em- 
ployed may have to be laid off if busi- 
ness gets very dull. 

Head linings, while in themselves 
rather a smail article about a flour 
mill are quite an item of expense to 
our millers when considered in the ag- 
gregate. The larger firms buy them 
by tne car lot, and in that way secure 
them at 22@22}c per thousand. In 
hundred thousand lots, the price is 
about 2sc. 

L. L. Babcock, who operates the 
cooper shop connected with the Archi- 
bald mill at Dundas, Minn., was in the 
city last week and took back four coop- 
ers with him. Fourteen cents are paid 


for making flour barrels at that place.. 


The freight on barrel stock to Dundas 
is 17c per 100 lbs, while Minneapolis 
coopers only pay Yc. 

Orin Spicer, a cooper who has been 
working in the shop of the Gardner 
mill at Hastings, was in the city Mon- 
day. He left the same day for Califor- 
nia, and will at least spend the winter 
there. About 15 men have lately been 
employed in the Hastings shop, and 
13c is the price paid for making flour 
barrels by hand. 


The Codperative Bbl. Co. held its 
annual meeting Nov. 14, and elected 
officers as follows: J. D. Conley, pres- 
ident; M. J. Gill, secretary and treas- 
urer; and John Reiherzen, August 
Wold and G. E. Fravor, directors. ‘The 
only change made was in the direc- 
tors, John Wall and Jas. McGonagle 
retiring. Messrs. Conley and Gill have 
been at the head of the company for 
several years, and their reélection is 
@ compiimént well deserved. The 
company is said have done a fair busi- 
ness for the year, the closing six 
months having been ths best of the 
season. 

Without doubt the North Star Bbl. 
Oo. transacted the largest business last 
year of any cooperage in Minneapolis. 
At its annual meeting on Nov. 13, it 
was shown that during the year the 
company had manufactured 732,000 
bbls, of which 414,000 were turned out 
in the closing half. In round numbers, 
this probably represenis a business of 
over $250,000. The compiny has given 
its stockholders and other employes 
uninterrupted employment during the 
time, and a considerable force of hired 
coopers has been required most of this 
time beside. The yearly election of 
officers resulted in practically placing 
the management back in the old hands, 
and this was doubtless eminently wise. 


H. W. Burroughs was chosen president; 
F. L. Batchelder, secretary and treas- 
urer; Nathaniel Haverstock, John 
Bramer and Philip Willwerth, direc- 
tors. Jos. Brombach and G. Hoeft 
were formerly of the directory. The 
company bas expended $1,500 this fall 
in improvements about its buildings, 
and enters the new year with the best 
of prospects. 

Although the management of the 
Phenix Bbl. Oo. was last week 
quite positive about rebuilding the 
shop of that company, burned on 
the 10th inst, there at present seems 
to be much doubt of its being done. 
The Phoenix company made barrels 
by hand and was a at a t 
disadvantage with the machine s oa. 
Machinery would be introduced if the 
shop was rebuilt, and, beside - the 
heavy outlay of money incurred, the 
economical operation of the machin- 
ery would necessitate a larger mem- 
bership. Inasmuch as the present bar 
rel producing capacity of the city is 
in excess of the requirements under 


ordinary circumstances, a disposition | pair 


has been shown by other shops tc 
make room in their ranks for the Phce 
nix stockholders, and thus do away 
with one cooperage vntirely. The 
Hennepin Bbl. Co is said to be willing 
to take 20 of the Phoenix men, increas- 
ing its membership to 72, and the 
Northwestern Bbl. Co. three or four. 
There were 31 of the Phoenix stock- 
holders and this way of disposing of 
their affairs would doubtless be mu 
tually beneficial forall concerred. It 
appears that the loss on the Phenix 
shop was fully covered by insurance. 
The loss was between $3,400 and $3,500. 
There was insurance to the amount of 
$7,000, but part of this was put on 
when the company was carrying con- 
siderable barrel stock. 

The cooper — have got over 
their rush. It really ended Saturday 
night. The mills have begun to shut 
down and the coopers may in a week 
or two experience more trouble about 
obtaining a fair amount of business than 
they have lately to meet the demand 
of the mills for barrels. The millers 
have a d to reduce their flour out- 
put one-half until Jan. 1, and, though 
only a fraction of this curtailment has 
so far been enforced, the effect is al- 
ready appreciable among the barrel 
makers. None of the shops are any 
longer crowded, and several have be- 
gun to store more or less. A relaxa- 
tion for a week or two will no doubt 
be acceptable to all concerned; but 
there seems to be well grounded rea- 
sons for believing that the trade is 
now entering upon a dull period 
which must last six weeks at the least 
calculation, and perhaps all winter. 
The various companies all have a 
grentes or less amount of storage and 
or a time this will probably be utilized 
in taking care of any surplus of man- 
ufacture over sales which may arise. 
The gosmeyeeen coopers, who have 
found temporary employment in the 
codperative shops, will be the first to

An interesting storage suit has been 
decided by the county court_at Uhica- 
go. Three months ago, T. W. Hall & 
Co., commission wool dealers, failed, 
and when the assignee took hold of the 
firm’s ¢ ffairs, he found that Hall & Co. 
had leased the warehouse to the Na- 
tional Storage Oo., which had issued 
to the lessors warehouse receipts for 
about 400,000 Ibs of wool, or 100,000 lbs 
more than they had on hand. Hall & 
Co. had pledged these receipts with va- 
rious city banks. As Hall & Co. did not 
own any of the woolin their lofts, the 
contest was mainly between the con- 
signors of the wool on the one side and 
the holders of pork oe of the = 

company, and the storage compa- 
ag itself, on the other side. ‘Jadge 
Pendegist decided that the storage 
company was liable to the receipt 
holders for the wool covered by 
warehouse receipts. - The court found 
that the storage company never 
legal possession and was not entit 
to hold the wool in storage. Ooneign- 
ors who were able to identify their 
shipments were allowed to reclaim 
them, and, after the allowance of my 
liens for consignors, the remainder 0 
the pene will be turned over to the 
holders of the receipts of the storage 
company.

BOSTON. 


[Special Correspondence.]} 

Tho flour situation here is very dull, 
there having been but a very nominal 
business done since the force of the 
boom has subsided. The boom was 
very good for dealers as long as it 
Jasted, but now they are taking the 
consequences of having filled buyers 
up allat once. A lively agent in ex- 

ressing his opinion of the boom while 

he excitement was at its greatest 
height, said that the feeling was all right 
then, but if wheat and flour did not 
break mighty soon the trade here 
would be so full that no one could sell 
them a barrel of flour for a year to 
come. The break came, but they 
were well stocked, and since then no 
one has had any use for flour in an 
shape. What has killed business with 
jobbers hes been the complete falling 
off of the consumptive demand from 
small buyers, who also laid in quite 
considerable stocks, and some of them 
will not be in the market again for 
months to come. 

The election excitement also tended 
to depress all kinds of business, and 
since this has subsided, it has been 
hard work to get up much enthusiasm 
over anything, as those who were on 
the wrong side ara figuring close on 
their finances t> make up for their 
losses, and the winners are looking for 
safe investments into which they can 
put ther funds. There was consider- 
able betting done on the result, 
most all wagar3 bsing made at even 
money. The hat business has experi- 
enced quite a boom here since election, 
as this method seems to be a very pop- 
ular one of back.:ng one’s opinion on 
political questions. Some of the re 
publican members of the excbange are 
well supplied w th head coverings, and 
will not be obliged to purchase any 
more before 1892, if they are contented 
to wear out what they have won. 
Some of the long-headed flour men 
were up to the dodge, however, and 
espired to divide pr fits with the hat- 
ters, by suggesting the wagering of 
barrels of fluur instead of hats. ‘This 
took quite weil among the family men, 
and it is estimated that a good share 
of the business done here since elec- 
tion was brought about by the settle- 
ment of these wagers. 

The trade here is still quite fally 
supplied with flour, either on hand or 
bought and not shipped from the mills, 
and is now contented to lay back ana 
await the outcome with patience. The 
fact that about all of the advance has 
been on this side of the water does 
not strike them very favorably, and 
they want to see the European market 
respond enough to make them free 
buyers at the price, betore they will 
be satisfied that the market is up to 
stay. ©. A. Pillsbury’s letter, giving 
his views of the statistical situation, 
has attracted considerable comment, 
and, while many agree with its purport 
to some extent, buyers are generally 
inclined to wait awhile and see what 
will turn up. Some lock upon his es- 


timates as figured from a miller’s ; oint | lis. It h 


of view, but the fteling among think 
ing men is that he has viewed the situ- 
ation very fairly as compared with 
present information on the crops. 

The country situation here is ruling 
about the same, the tendency on all 
sides being to wait. Tae retail prices 
are up and —— likely to remain s0 
until stocks bought at the high prices 
have been well worked off. ‘This has 
a natural tendency to curtail thse de- 
mand to some extent, as ths poorer 
classes are not using as much flour as 
they did under a lower range of prices. 
This all counts up in the aggregate 
and tends to depress business, as deal- 
ers will only buy when they can sell. 

Some mills are fishing about to a 
moderate extent to get trade, but they 
do not make much, as, even if they 
make concessions and sell a small lot, 
they find that they will have to make 
still farther concessions to place an 
more. The fact is, that the market 
dull, and it is notso much the matter 
of price that makes it so, as it is that 
no one seems to be in want of flour at 
present. As the consumptive demand 
picks up, which will be when the pres- 
ent stocks get worked off, this feeling 





will wear off; but at present it is very 
marked 

One of the happy ben? on .change 
this week was E. CO.
